Fall  Convocation  Held 

Wesleyan  College  began  its  144th 
year  with  the  traditional  Fall 
Convocation  held  September  4 in 
Porter  Auditorium.  Dr.  Kayron 
McMinn,  Dean  of  the  College,  gave 
the  convocation  address. 

On  behalf  of  Wesleyan  College, 

Dr.  Fred  W.  Hicks,  President  of  the 
College,  presented  the  honorary 
degree  of  Doctor  of  Humanities  to 
Teh-ming  Pao,  co-founder  and 
president  of  Ming  Chuan  College  in 
Taipe,  Taiwan.  In  addition  to  serving 
as  an  adviser  to  Madame  Chiang  Kai- 
shek,  a Wesleyan  alumna.  President 
Pao  has  been  actively  involved  in 
Taiwanese  government  and  education 
for  more  than  40  years.  In  1940,  she 
established  Taiwan’s  first  women’s 
welfare  cooperative.  During  World 
War  II,  she  served  as  a director  of 
the  Women’s  New  Life  Movement,  a 
campaign  designed  to  better  utilize 
Chinese  women’s  roles  in  the  war 
efforts.  Following  the  war,  she 
established  homes  for  refugees  and 
orphans  and  schools  for  the  children. 
President  Pao  has  authored  several 
books,  including  Monetary  Policy  of 
China,  High  Interest  Problem  in 
China,  Ideas  and  Faith.  In  1956, 
she  and  her  husband  Professor  Ying- 
chao  Lee  established  Ming  Chuan 
College,  Taiwan’s  first  women’s 
college. 

On  October  4,  1979,  Wesleyan  and 
Mmg  Chuan  College  became  sister 
colleges. 


Alumnae  Co-Sponsor 
International  Art  Show 

Through  the  sponsorship  of  the 
Wesleyan  Alumnae  Association  and 
the  Department  of  Art,  a biennial, 
international  exhibition  of 
contemporary  prints  and  drawings 
will  be  held  at  Wesleyan  beginning 
November  8,  announces  Zdzislaw 
Sikora  of  the  Art  Department. 
Competitive  in  nature,  it  is  open  to 
artists  from  the  United  States,  Mexico 
and  Canada. 

The  Exhibition  will  be  hung  in  the 
East  and  West  Galleries  of  Porter 
Auditorium  and  the  Wortham  Gallery 
of  the  Middle  Georgia  Art 
Association,  November  8 through 
December  13,  1980.  Afterwards,  a 
selection  of  approximately  fifty  to 
sixty  pieces  will  go  on  an  eleven 
month  tour  of  the  Southeast  with 
sites  contracted  in  Alabama,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina, 

Mississippi,  Georgia  and  Kentucky. 

With  two  hundred  pieces  on 
display,  it  will  be  the  largest 
exhibition  of  its  kind  in  the  south  and 
the  largest  international  competition 
in  the  United  States.  In  addition,  it  is 
one  of  less  than  10  international  art 
exhibitions  in  this  country. 

In  April  1980,  this  exhibition 
received  the  endorsement  of  the 
Southern  Graphics  Council,  the 
largest  regional  print  and  drawing 
organization  in  the  United  States. 

“This  was  the  first  ever 
endorsement  of  a competitive 
exhibition  by  this  group,’’  says 
Sikora.  In  the  15  months  of  planning, 
news  of  this  exhibition  has  appeared 
in  more  than  thirty  public  and 
professional  publications  in  the 
United  States,  Canada  and  Mexico, 
varying  from  the  journal  of  the 
World  Print  Council  to  the  Canadian 
Federal  Artists  registry. 

In  the  past  year,  prize  monies  in 
excess  of  $6000.00  have  been  raised. 
This  places  the  Wesleyan  Exhibition

in  the  top  three  prize  awarding  shows 
in  the  country.  All  prizes  are  in  the 
form  of  purchase  awards,  so  that 
twenty  three  of  the  top  pieces  in  the 
show  will  become  part  of  our 
communities’  collections.  Prizes  have 
come  from  all  parts  of  the  public  and 
private  sector. 

As  of  September  25th,  7000  copies 
of  the  entry  form  and  prospectus 
were  sent  out  to  individual  artists  and 
institutions  in  the  three  countries.  We 
expect  between  1500  - 2000  entries  by 
up  to  600  artists.  The  show  of  200 
will  be  selected  by  two  jurors, 
Warrington  Colescott,  Distinguished 
Professor  of  Art,  University  of 
Wisconsin  and  Ms.  Francis  Myers, 
Co-Director,  Mantegna  Press.  These 
are  two  artists  of  the  highest  caliber. 
Their  work  is  represented  in  every 
major  collection  in  the  United  States 
and  Europe  and  they  are  jurors  of 
impeccable  taste  and  high  repute.  In 
addition  to  jurying  the  slides  for  the 
show,  they  will  be  in  residence  at 
Wesleyan  for  three  days,  November 
6-8  and  will  be  at  the  opening. 

“The  Wesleyan  International 
Exhibition  of  Prints  and  Drawings 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  major 
cultural  events  in  this  country  and  by 
far  the  major  event  on  the  visual  arts 
calendar  of  the  South,’’  promises 
Sikora.

In  the  resolution  from  the  Board  of 
Managers  to  the  Wesleyan  Board  of 
Trustees  it  stated,  with  guidance  from 
your  responses,  “that  the  Wesleyan 
Alumnae  Association  is  irrevocably 
committed  to  the  maintenance  and 
preservation  of  Wesleyan  College  as 
an  independent  institution  providing  a 
distinctive  educational  program  for 
women;  that  we  will  not  break  faith 
with  those  noble  men  and  women 
whose  vision  and  personal  sacrifice 
have  served  to  strengthen  the  College 
in  the  face  of  adversity;  and  that  we 
further  pledge  our  resources,  both 
human  and  financial,  to  maintain 
Wesleyan  and  its  unique  heritage 
intact.” 

The  1979-80  total  of  alumnae  gifts 
to  the  Annual  Loyalty  Fund  was 
$146,000  from  1475  of  7500  alumnae 
or  20%.  $65,000  was  given  by 
alumnae  or  alumnae  related  Trustees 
for  a total  of  $211,000.  This, 
compared  to  many  other  colleges  of 
our  size,  is  very  good.  Many  alumnae 
helped  through  letters  and  telephone 
calls  to  get  these  1475  alumnae  to 
respond. 

If  you  have  never  sent  a dollar  to 
Wesleyan,  now  is  the  time  to  show 
your  support.  If  you  are  in  the  faith- 
ful group  that  give  every  year  or 
every  few  years,  now  is  an  even  more

Wesleyan 
Receives  Grant 


Reader  *s  Digest  and  Independent 
College  Funds  of  America  have 
selected  Wesleyan  College  to 
participate  in  their  Affiliate  Artists 
Residencies  Program  for  1980-1981. 

As  one  of  32  participants  in  the 
program,  Wesleyan  has  received  a 
grant  for  a one-week  artist  residency 
to  be  selected  from  one  of  five 
performing  arts  disciplines  which 
includes  actors,  instrumentalists, 
^dancers,  mimes  and  singers.  A 


member  of  Affiliate  Artists,  Inc.,  a 
national  performing  arts  residency 
organization,  will  be  choosen  by 
faculty  members  of  the  Fine  Arts 
Division  at  Wesleyan  to  be  the 
college’s  resident  artist. 

Dr.  Fletcher  Anderson,  Chairman 
of  the  Fine  Arts  Division,  and  Dr. 
Kayron  McMinn,  Dean  of  the 
College,  have  outlined  a residency 
program  which  will  involve  Wesleyan 
students  and  the  Macon  community. 
Primarily,  the  artist’s  week  on 
campus  will  include  a series  of 
“informances”,  an  Affiliate  Artists’ 


word  meaning  an  informal, 
informative  performance. 

In  discussing  the  students’ 
participation.  Dr.  Anderson  said, 
“Since  our  visiting  artists  are  usually 
limited  to  a one  or  two  day  schedules, 
the  artists’  residency  program  is  an 
extraordinary  opportunity  for  the 
students  to  observe  the  artist’s 
approach  to  his  work  on  a day-to-day 
basis.  The  residency  will  provide  an 
exciting  experience  for  our  fine  arts 
students  to  associate  with  and  learn 
from  a professional  performing 
artist.” 


'^Recent  studies  have  shown  that  students  with 
a general,  liberal  arts  background  have  better 
conceptual  abilities.  They  are  better  able  to 
formulate  valid  concepts,  analyze  arguments, 
see  all  sides  of  a situation,  and  solve  problems. 
Because  they  have  been  taught  to  express  them- 
selves clearly  and  logically,  they  may  bring  a 
more  creative  influence  to  their  jobs,” 
observed  Dr.  Kayron  McMinn,  Dean  of  the 
College,  in  her  address  at  Fall  Convocation. 


Loyalty  Fund  Drive  Opens

During  the  past  several  weeks  I 
have  witnessed  a most  impressive 
display  of  support  from  you,  the 
Alumnae  of  Wesleyan.  It  is  my 
conviction  that  we  are  now  going  to 
see  this  verbal  support  translated  into 
further  support  with  your  gifts.  It  is 
essential  that  this  happen. 

Let  me  review  with  you  some  of 
the  facts  that  we  all  must  come  to 
grips  with  as  we  accept  our  respective 
responsibilities  in  supporting 
Wesleyan. 

Last  year  1475  of 
approximately  7500  (20%) 
contributed  to  Wesleyan 
through  the  Loyalty  Fund. 

While  this  is  a respectable 
figure,  three  thousand,  or 
40%  is  necessary  in  order  for 
us  to  effectively  compete  for 
Foundation  and  Corporate 
support.  Evidence  of  strong 
support  from  “The  Family” 
is  vital. 

Last  year  total  gifts  from 
Alumnae  were  $208,000.  It 
should  be  noted,  however. 


that  over  one-third  of  that 
total  was  contributed  by  a 
very  small  number  of 
Alumnae  trustees.  Excluding 
that  given  by  the  trustees,  the 
average  alumna  gift  was  right 
at  $100. 

If  each  Alumna  were  to  make 
as  generous  a gift  as  she  is 
able,  and  if  together  these 
gifts  were  to  average  $100, 
you  the  Alumnae  would 
contribute  the  staggering 
amount  of  $750,000  this 
year! 

In  1986  Wesleyan  will 
celebrate  her  150th 
Anniversary.  Between  now 
and  then  the  College  must 
establish  a firm  financial 
support  base.  This  is 
extremely  important  if  during 
the  same  period  the  College  is 
to  successfully  raise  the 
approximately  $17  million

For  nearly  150  years,  Wesleyan 
College  has  represented  quality 
education  for  women.  In  1980, 
Wesleyan  College  still  offers  a quality 
liberal  arts  education  for  women, 
although  the  spectrum  of  that 
curriculum  has  been  redefined  and 
progressively  modified  many,  many 
times  in  her  history. 

The  present  national  trends  of 
rising  costs  and  expanding  academic 
needs  of  students  have  required 
numerous  colleges  and  universities 
across  the  U.S.,  including  Wesleyan, 
to  re-evaluate  their  current  resources 
and  explore  new  avenues  of  funding, 
administration,  and  academic 
endeavors.  The  American  Council  on 
Education  encourages  educational 
institutions  **to  share  operations  via 
consortial  arrangements.’*  Although 
the  Council  recognizes  that  shared 
operations  should  not  include 
operations  that  alter  the  image  and 
mission  of  the  institution,  it  has 
found  that  cooperative  and 
coordinated  efforts  such  as 
’’purchasing,  computer  services, 
libraries,  athletic  facilities, 
counseling,  health  care,  and

placement  . . . can  reduce  costs  and 
enhance  effectiveness.”  Many 
institutions  already  have  discovered 
that  cooperation  and  coordination 
can  result  in  cost  sharing  without  loss 
of  image  or  quality  of  service. 
Frequently,  mutual  gains  can  be 
beneficial  to  participating  institutions.

In  continuing  efforts  to  expand 
Wesleyan’s  academic  and  manage- 
ment opportunities,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  Wesleyan  C ollege  agreed 
upon  the  following  resolution  at  their 
September  25th  meeting: 

That  it  is  the  desire  and 
intention  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  that  Wesleyan 
College  continue  to  provide  a 
quality  program  of  education 
that  meets  the  ever-changing 
needs  of  women  while 
maintaining  Wesleyan’s 
distinct  identity  as  an 
independent  women’s  college 
related  to  the  United 
Methodist  Church; 

That  the  Board  of  Trustees 
authorizes  and  approves 
further  discussions  between 
Wesleyan  College  and  Mercer 
University  for  the  purpose  of 
exploring  means  whereby 
various  operations  of  the  two 
institutions  might  be 
coordinated  to  maximize 
economies  and  to  enhance 
educational  opportunities; 

That  representatives  of  the 
Wesleyan  Alumnae 
Association,  the  faculty,  the 
students,  the  United 
Methodist  Church,  and  the 
Board  of  Associates  shall 
participate  actively  in  such 
discussions; 

That  any  proposed  plan  that 
evolves  from  further 
discussions  shall  be  brought 


back  to  the  Board  of  Trustees 
for  such  action,  if  any,  as  it 
may  then  deem  to  be 
appropriate. 

The  purpose  of  this  resolution  is  to 
allow  continued  discussions  toward 
developing  a contractual  arrangement 
with  Mercer  University  which  will  be 
mutually  beneficial,  financially, 
academically,  and  administratively,  to 
Wesleyan  and  Mercer.  Mercer’s 
President,  Dr.  R.  Kirby  Godsey, 
represents  the  highest  quality  in 
academic  leadership.  The  University’s 
standards  of  academic  excellence  and 
variety  of  curriculum  can  be  of  great 
value  to  Wesleyan  students  just  as 
our  fine  programs  can  benefit  Mercer 
students.  As  the  discussions 
concerning  such  an  arrangement 
continue,  representatives  of 
Wesleyan’s  several  constituencies  will 
be  called  on  for  counsel  and  advice  in 
the  formulation  of  our  plans. 

Our  objective  in  exploring  a 
possible  arrangement  with  Mercer 
University  is  to  promote  Wesleyan’s 
program  of  liberal  arts  and  fine  arts, 
to  share  resources,  and  to  preserve 
the  outstanding  heritage  and  identity 
that  is  Wesleyan  College.
